THE DEADLY ARMY WORM. 


Millions in Macon County—A Description 


ol the Peet and How to Kill It. 


Saturday afternoon our reporter con 


versed with a number of farmers, among 
them James Foster, of Wheatlacd town 
ship, S. C. Davis, Jerry Nicholson and 
"Proc'' Nicholson, with reference to tb 
existence and ravages of the deadly army 
worm within sections of the county. The> 
report that they exist in countless num 
bers at present in meadows, where they 
feed upon the tops of the stalks of grass 
The presence of such n pest in the county 
is enough to occasion general alarm, and 
as a description of the appearance ant 
habits of this worm, as well as the meth- 
ods of destroying it, will undoubtedly be 
interesting to many readers, we make a 
few extracts from a letter written by 
correspondent in Tennessee for the Culti- 
vator and Country Gentleman. Hebe- 
gins his letter by saying that the prospect 
for good corn and wheat crops is very 
fine, but that farmers are not conteut,say- 
ing: 


"The army worm has come, and we will 


be ruined. The army worm originates in 
old meadow lands particularly.and where 
there are no meadows in the neighbor- 
hood I hear of no worms. They travel 
from the meadows to the wheat, oats, rye 
barley and corn. If the wheat, rye and 
barley arc- past the bloom, and making 
the grain when attacked by the worm.the 
grain is often benefited by being strip- 
ped of the blades than injured. Oats, if 
attacked, are generally ruined—so is the 
corn; both being very tender plants, the 
worms go for them heavily. I will de 
scribe the worm for the benefit of those 
who are unacquainted with him: He is 
bald headed, well formed, black body, 
with two rather yellow than while stripes 
from head to tail. When full grown it is 
a fourth less in size than a common pen- 
cil, and when ready to deposit his cotton 
is rather yellow, and is very clumsy or 
slow, but in almost constant niotiou'aud 
very hungry, eating rapidly until he dis- 
appears. 
Where he goes I do not know; 


he simply goes out of sight. I find no 
holes in the ground that he goes into.and 
I do not find him dead on the ground. 
Where does he go to? I walked the ditch 
two hours this evening and the foregoing 
is about the best description I can give 
you. 


"He is, I might say. rather an innocent 


looking worm, and has not tilt hideous 
look of the cut and measuring worms, 
The force upon my farm have been giving 
aim battle for four or five days. First, 
between my wheat fieidaud meadows and 
corn fields and meadows we ditched; 
throwing the earth out on the meadow 
side, and making the side next the wheat 
or corn, slanting under, so that when the 
worms come into the ditch, which they 
do by the thousands and millions, they 
attempt to crawl out on the corn or wheat 
Bidt, and fall buck, and when collected in 
the ditch we hitch a mule or a horse to a 
log of wood and draw it up and down tlic 
ditch and mash the army to death. As I 
before stated, they never originate in the 
wheat or corn fields, unless the wheat has 
been sown on an old meadow. But if they 
do get into the wheat, then there is only 
one mode of fighting them.and that is tbe 
old Virginia mode. The worms crawl up 
the stalk and strip the blades off up to 
the head, if you will stand idly by and 
permit them to do so. To prevent this is 
almost too cheap and simple to relate. 
The worm is very clumsy, and the least 
shock precipitates him to the ground, and 
while there he does little or no damage. 


"Take a rope from 50 to 100 feet in 


ength, and weight in the middle and put 
a man or boy at each end of it, and then 
jass the rope over the field once a day 
so long as the worm lives, which is gener- 
illy ten days, and you will save tbe field 
"rom injury. The fat fellows never make 
i second trip up the stalk; one trip with 
ihe rope is sufficient for that crop. A 
repetition of this trip once a day for ten 
days will save the crop, and it is easier 
nnd cheaper than ditching. I have suc- 
ceeded in keeping them so far put of my 
wheat, so I have not had occasion to use 
he rope practice, but others are using it 
every day, including Sundays, and report 
uccess."

Reminiscences for Old Settlers. 


The other day we were favored with a 


copy of James "Siioa.ff'sFamily Gazette," 
published in this city, and dated April 
29, 1S52, Vol. I, No. 44. This relic of pio- 
neer journalism in Decatur, wh.tcli was 
then but a mere hamlet, is a folio seven- 
eohimu sheet, aud is yellow with age, but 
otherwise it is iu a fair state of preserva- 
tion. It was found by our friend, Mr. 
John F. Wicks, who resides near Maroa. 
The Ga~e.Hi;, which was the rirst paper 
published in Decatur, was issued every 
week at $1.50 per year, and in one place 
Mr. Shoafi" announces that "letters on 
business should be addressed to the pub- 
lisher pout-paid.'' 
Such an announce- 


ment nowadays would snutd queer. 


A glance over the advertising columns 


of the Gazcti-i shows that in those days 
S. T. Trowbndgi?, Joseph King, A. L. 
Kellar, S. Y. Baldwin, William Dillon and 
N. W. Chapman were practicing medicine 
i;: this region; that Post & Buun, J. P. 
Boyd, Emerson & Wait and K, J. Oglesby 
we-re among the lawyers, and that Carter 
it Priugle were proprietors of a furniture 
store.

capilla.'y attraction from the air thus en- 
abled to pass through it ('from the tile 
upwards), never becomes parched and 
baked as in the case of imdraiued lauds.

If. Lastly, it reduces farming from a 


business of uncertain meagre profit to 
one of absolutely certain aud lucrative 
proSt.
